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Final round of Aswan talks today 

Sadat seeks goodwill gestures

ASWAN; — The contentious Issues 
of normalisation and especially 
autonomy, so Car only inclusively 
broached at the Aswan summit, 
will be tackled head-on this mor- 
ning at a anal meeting between 
Egyptian President Sadat and 
Premier Monahem Begin, 

An hour and a half have been ear- 
marked for this session at Sadat's 
residence. After a brief for a 
tour of an agricultural development 
project nearby, the two leaders will 
face the world media at an airport 
press conference to announce what 
progress — if any — they have 
made in resolving their differences. 

Sadst is expected to press Begin 
tor at least some of the gestures of 
goodwill towards the Palestinians 
that Egypt has been urging ever 
since the Camp David accords were 
signed. These Include ' release of 
detainees, removal of army bead- 
quarters from the Arab cities and 
repatriation of expellees. 

The Egyptians believe these 
gestures are the absolute minimum 
needed to induce moderate 
Palestinians to join the autonomy 
scheme. They regard Israeli 
responses ao far as so niggardly as 
to actually fan rejectlonlsm. 

Sadat Is also pressing for a 


softening of Israel's stand on the 
more substantive Issues of the 
autonomy scheme. But observers 
do not expect a major breakthrough 
at this time, since there are still 
more than four months to go until 
the May 26 target date. 

Egyptian sources said Sadat is 
likely to stick to his Insistence that 
the Arabs of East Jerusalem must 
have a say in the autonomy plan — ■ 
a demand vigorously resisted by 
Israel. 

The sources said Sadat may 
revive the Egyptian proposal for 
autonomy to be applied first in the 
Casa Strip and to use it as a model 
for later application to the West 
Bank. 

Begin for hls part is expected to 
take exception to hardline 
statements made here this week by 
Egypt's acting foreign minister 
Butroa Grh&li who predicted grim 
consequences If the target date 
passes without agreement. 

The thrust of Begin 's demands 
will be the need for more steady 
progress in the process of nor- 
malization. Begin and hie aides still 
feel that the Egyptians — and par- 
ticularly Gball and his Foreign 
Ministry — are guilty of deliberate 
obstructionism In their approach to 
the normalization. 

The Israelis reject Egyptian ex- 
planations that recent delays in im- 


plementing normalization plana 
have been due solely to objective 
difficulties. 

In view of these difference*. 
Begin and Sadat will And It hard to 
present, once again, the 
appearance of progress when they 
meet the press at noon. 
Nevertheless, they are likely to 
make a great effort to do so. Con- 
curring statements on the regional 
strategic Issues will go some way to 
create a show of unanimity. 

Begin win no doubt welcome the 
news of close U. 8. -Egyptian 
military cooperation — though 
there is some doubt as to what ex- 
tent Israel was made privy to it in 
advance. 

Last night, the Israeli premier 
consulted with America's am- 
bassador to Cairo, longtime 
Mideast peacemaker Roy Atherton. 

Meanwhile, open borders 
between Israel and Egypt will not 
mean Israeli cars Immediately 
streaming across the border In 
their hundreds, Egyptian official 
sources said. 

The sources said that in the early 
stages of normalizing relations 
between the two countries — due to 
start later this month — only about 
one Israeli car a month will be able 
to cross the border. 

“Egyptian bureaucracy will see 
to that.” one source said. 


Warm welcome buoys Begin on Luxor tour

ASWAN. — Premier Menahem 
Begin was in fine fettle during a 
strenuous day of touring at Luxor 
and the "Valley of the Kipp'’ yester- 
day. Accompanying newsmen 
calculated that be had ascended 
and descended some 3S0 steps, and 
had travelled by land, air and river, 
by the time he visited the temple of 
Hatahepaut — insisted on clim- 
bing the steep slope up to the colon- 
nade. 

By the . top, Allza Begin was 
breathing heavily — and had to be 


supported by her husband. 

Later In the day, the Begins found 
energy enough to obviously enjoy a 
lengthy luncheon and floor show 
proffered by the governor of Luxor 
and hls wife. 

The premier's feeling of well- 
being may well have been due at 
least in part to the very warm 
welcome accorded him by the 
townsfolk of Luxor. Israeli flags and 
legends of "Hall to the Peace" 
festooned the comic he along the 
riverside, and enthusiastic crowds 
chanted "Long Live Israel." 

Among the most enthusiastic of 


the onlookers was a group of Israeli 
and American Jewish tourists. 

Bcgin'a party was particularly 
pleased with the welcome at Luxor 
In view of the more restrained at- 
mosphere here In Aswan, where 
almost all the flags on the streets 
are Egyptian, and the legends 
praise only Anwar Sadat. 

On Begln's Itinerary were the 
tomb of Tutenkhamen (where the 
boy-king still lies embalmed on 
public view) and the monumental 
ruins at Kamak, whose towering 
obelisks are among the marvels of 
the ancient world.

U.S. administration sources: 

No permanent U.S. base 
in Israel or Egypt now

WASHINGTON. - The U.S.. fer the 
time being, la not Interested in es- 
tablishing permanent military 
bases in either Israel or Egypt, U.S. 
officials said yesterday. 

Following a review of the recent, 
highly publicized Israeli and Egyp- 
tian offers, the Carter administra- 
tion yesterday Indicated that any 
acceptance would prove politically 
damaging to overall U.S. interests 
in the region, the officials said. 

The officials confirmed that the 
U.S. will continue to cooperate 
militarily with Egypt by par- 
ticipating In more joint aerial 
"training exercises” in the coming 
weeks and months. On Tuesday, the 
Stale Department acknowledged 
that such exercises, which 
originate from an Egyptian air 
base, started secretly some three 
weeks ago and that Israel was 
notified at the time. 

At the present time, however, the 
U.8. does not want to enter into 
such a public military profile with 
Israel, presumably because they 
fear that it would seriously upset 
much of the Arab and Moslem 
world. 

Privately, officials here said, the 
level of military cooperation 
between the U.S. and Israel is much 
more Intimate than the recently ex- 
panded U.S.-Egyptlan relationship. 

U.S. officials recognize the 
seemingly unbalanced nature of 
their developing military ties with 
Egypt and Israel, and' the concern 


already expressed in Israel that 
Washington was moving too one- 
sidedly with Egypt. 

But the Americans, heartened by 
reports that Defence Minister Ezer 
Weizman earlier this week told the 
Knesset Foreign Affairs and 
Defence Committee that such an 
expanded U.S.-Egyptlan military 
relationship was in Israel's long- 
term interest, insist that the 
political "reality" in the region 
precludes a similar escalation on 
the public level with Israel. 

The Americans do not rule out a 
new public relationship with Israel 
in the future if the strategic situa- 
tion in the region should further 
deteriorate. 

Confirmation of the latest twist In 
U.S.-Egyptlan relations came 
following press leaks in Israel 
which angered U.S. officials who 
had been hoping that the “training 
exercises," which involve high- 
flying U.S. spy planes, would re- 
main secret. There is some dis- 
pleasure here that the stories sur- 
faced in Israel. U.S. officials insist 
that Israel was fully briefed on the 
exercises three weeks ago, when 
they began. 

Use of Eygptian bases for the 
U.S. spy flights is aimed primarily 
against the Soviet invasion in 
Afghanistan, and not Iran, U.S. of- 
flals said. 

Last week, the State Department 
said that it was "reviewing” Israeli 
and Egyptian offers for military 
cooperation with the U.S. during

Damascus governor named Syrian PM

Syrian President Hafez Assad 
yesterday ordered the Damascus 
governor. Dr. Abdul-Raouf al- 
Kasm, to replace Prime Minister 
Mohammed Ali Halabi. 

Assad's move was believed aim- 
ed at rehabilitating the credibility 
of hls ruling Ba'ath Party whose 
hold on Syria was recently rocked 
by a widespread wave of anti- 
government subversion and 
assassinations. 

Assad's change of guard followed 


the seventh congress of the Ba'ath 
Party at which the outgoing 
premier, Halabi, failed to be re- 
elected to the 21 -member regional 
leadership counciL Halabi had been 
accused of Incompetence at the con- 
gress, which closed last Saturday. 

Little has been said about al- 
Kasm, the Syrian premier- 
designate. An architecture 
graduate of the University of 
Geneva, he has been closely 
associated with Assad who took 
over power in Syria in a coup late In 
1970. 


Saudi Arabia executes 
63 Grand Mosque rebels 


RIYADH (AP). — Saudi Arabia 
yesterday executed 63 of the 
religious fanatics who seized the 
Grand Mosque in Mecca, Islam's 
holiest shrine, for two weeks last 
November. 

An official announcement by the 
Interior Ministry said the ex- 
ecutions were carried out In 
"several Saudi Arabian cities." It 
did not specify how the executions 
were carried out. The traditional 
method of execution in Saudi 
Arabia Is by a public beheading 
after Friday noon prayers. 

The announcement said the ex- 
ecution was In accordance with the 
punishment prescribed for an at- 
tack against the holy shrine by the 


Koran — Islam's holy book. It 
revealed that 41 of those executed 
were Saudi citizens. The rest In- 
cluded 10 Egyptians, six South 
Yemenis, three Kuwaitis, a North 
Yemeni, a Sudanese, and an Iraqi. 

The seizure of the mosque was 
followed by a two-week battle 
between the fanatics and Saudi 
troops, waged mostly' In the 
labyrinthine tunnels under the 
mosque. 

Official announcements said 117 
of the attackers were killed, while 
Saudi military casualties were 127 
killed and 451 wounded. 

A total of 206 attackers, including 
many women and children, were 
captured at the end of the two- week 
siege. 


U.S. dockers 
bar all Soviet 
ships, cargoes 


NEW YORK. — The Inter- 
national Longshoremen's 
Association (ILA) yesterday 
declared a boycott against all 
Soviet shipping in retaliation 
for Moscow's military interven- 
tion in Afghanistan. 

ILA President Thomas Gleason 
told a press conference that the 
boycott would be in force until 
"Russia gets out of Afghanistan." 

In a separate development, the 
Philippines and Mexico gave notice 
that they will ask for an emergency 
meeting of the UN Genera! 
Assembly on Afghanistan which 
could override the Soviet Union's 
Security Council veto on Monday. 

A UN spokesman said delegates 
of the two states were consulting 
other non-aligned members on the 
move. 

The General Assembly has 
powers to take peace-keeping ac- 
tion following a Security Council 
veto, and the UN spokesman said 
that the Assembly could meet as 
early oa today or tomorrow. 

The Malaysian Foreign Ministry 
said in Kuala Lumpur yesterday 
that the 42-natlon Islamic con- 
ference is expected to hold an 
emergency session later this month 
in Pakistan to discuss the Soviet in- 
tervention In Afgha n istan. 

The action taken by the 116,000- 
member ILA, the dominant dockers 
union in U.S. east coast ports from 
Maine to the Gulf of Mexico, means 
that Russian vessels will not be able 
to load or unload there, and the 
longshoremen would also refuse to 
handle any cargo destined for or 
arriving from the Soviet Union. 

Gleason said that the boycott had 
been demanded by the union’s rank 
and file and that the ILA had not 
consulted the Carter Administra- 
tion in advance about the action 
(see also Page 4). 

He said the boycott would' apply 
to all Soviet-related shipping and he 
estimated It would cost Moscow 
"hundreds and hundreds of millions 
of dollars." 

The ILA declared a similar 
boycott against Iran on November B 
in retaliation for the taking of 
American hostages at the U.S. em- 
bassy in Teheran. 

A senior White House official 
yesterday disclosed that Soviet 
President Leonid Brezhnev told 
President Carter that Russian 
troops would not be withdrawn 
from Afghanistan until they "have 


completed their work." 

The official, asking not to be iden- 
tified by name, said the Soviet 
leader's response to Carter's 
original "hotline" complaint about 
the Soviet intervention was receiv- 
ed on December 29. 

"It was far from a satisfactory 
response. There was no specified 
period of time," the official said. 

He disclosed the Soviet message 
after Carter held the first of a series 
of meetings with officials of 
previous administrations and 
others in an effort to seek expanded 
support for his response to the 
Soviet military action. 

The senior White House official, 
who spoke to reporters after the 
meeting, indicated that brief con- 
sideration had been given to using 
military force to respond to the 
massive Soviet military interven- 
tion that began at Christmas in 
Afghanistan. But the official left the 
Impression that such a response 
was not given extensive review. 

Reports from Kabul yesterday 
aald Soviet transport planes. In an 
airlift skirting rebel-held land 
routes, are ferrying fresh Russian 
troops from the Afghan capital to 
the province of Kandahar in 
southern Afghanistan. 

In a separate report, a Pakistani 
newspaper quoted Afghan rebel 
sources aa saying the Soviet forces 
were moving southward from the 
city of Kandahar toward the 
Pakistani border, 130 km away, to 
occupy military posts said to have 
been abandoned by Afghan army 
deserters. 

Travellers arriving in New Delhi 
from Kabul said yesterday that a 
Soviet Antonov transport plane 
crashed on Monday night at Kabul 
airport. It was not known whether 
there were any casualties. 

The report of the Kabul- 
Kandahar airlift was received in 
Islamabad from three foreigners 
who said that they witnessed the 
landings of about 20 large transport 
planes at the Kandahar airport. 

The Soviets were reported to 
have 5,000 troops in the important 
southern city already. 

U.S. analysts In Washington say 
that guerrilla resistance appears to 
be considerably weaker than por- 
trayed in rebel reports, and the 
number of Afghan army defections 
much smaller than reported. They 
also say the Afghan army, not the 
Soviets, seems to be doing most of 
the fighting. (Reuter, AP) 


Sino-U.S. accord 


on defence steps 


PEKING (Reuter). — Hie UJ5. and 
China have agreed on steps they 
will take to strengthen regional 
defences in the face of the Soviet in- 
tervention in Afghanistan 1 , U.S. 
Defence Secretary Harold Brown 
said last night. 

Brown told a news conference 
after a series of top level talks in 
Peking that "we found we have 
views that are very closely parallel 
about the need to strengthen other 
nations in the region, and each said 
they would take appropriate steps 
in this way. 

"It would not be appropriate to 
detail the steps at this time," he 
added. 

Brown, who arrived In Peking on 
Saturday and leaves the capital to- 
day for visits to Wuhan and 
Shanghai, said that the Afghanistan 


crisis "demonstrated the practical 
value of the new relationship" 
between the U.S. and China that 
had 'developed since relations were 
' made normal a year ago. 

The two sides were laying the 
basis for their relationship in the 
1980s “in which we would deepen 
and broaden bilateral relations and 
begin to discuss the areas in which 
both sides had common strategic 
objectives,” he added. "There are a 
growing number of such areas and 
none more urgent than the area of 
South Asia," he added. 

He told reporters the U.S. still 
bad no plans to sell arms to China 
and that the Chinese had not raised 
the matter. "But the question of 
technology transfer did come up 
and was discussed extensively. 
Real progress was made in the area 
of technology transfer," be said. 


Saudis will blow up oil if U.S. invades 


BEIRUT. — Crown Prince Fahd of 
Saudi Arabia said in a newspaper- 
interview published yesterday that 
hls government would blow up the 
nation's oilfields in case of an 
American Invasion. 

The man who runs the day-to-day 
affairs of the world’s largest oil- 
exportlng country also ruled out 
any possibility of giving the U.S. 
military bases or any form of 
military facilities in Saudi Arabia. 

“You can quote me as emphasiz- 
ing that the Saudi Arabian kingdom 
will never accept the establishment 
of any kind of military bases on Its 
territory,” Fahd told the leftist 
Beirut newspaper “A-Saflr.*' 

"The kingdom also will never 


conclude any accord on any form of 
military facilities to the Americans 
or others,” Fahd added. 

Fahd was also quoted as saying 
that President Jimmy Carter had 
pledged to recognize the PLO if it 
accepted an amended version of the 
1967 UN Middle East Resolution 
242. 

"President Carter told me he was 
prepared and had the desire and 
determination to recognize the PLO 
If it accepted Resolution 242 after 
omission of the last part which 
describes or refers to the 
Palestinians as refugees. He af- 
firmed to me that If the PLO 
accepted an amended Resolution 
242, the U.S. would recognize it,” 
Fahd said. (AP, Reuter)

Shaare Zedek: Anatomy of a sick hospital 


A delegation of Shaare Zedek 
Medical Centre directors will 
meet with Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvitz this morning to 
discuss the acute financial dif- 
ficulties facing the hospital's 
new complex. 

At an emergency session last 
night, attended by Charles 
Bentheim, president of the 
American Friends of Shaare Zedek, 
the directors discussed the various 
options open to the hospital, in- 
cluding closing all or part of the 
new medical centre. 

During the past two weeks at 
lepst 160 people have been dismiss- 
ed from the hospital staff. Eventual 
cutbacks could effect up to 300 
employees. 

Yesterday the Israel Electric 
Corporation cut off current to the 
old premises on Jaffa Road because 
a hospital cheque sent to cover the 
bill bounced. 

The hospital has to come up with 
a proposal to pay the income tax 
authorities ILS7, 500,000 by this mor- 
ning, or a lien will freeze the 
hospital's bank accounts and the 
funds owed to It by the Health 
Ministry and Kupat Hollm. 

The lien was served on the 
hospital on December 14, but the 
tax authorities were persuaded to 
bold off until today. The hospital 
owes some IL65m. in taxes. 

Over the past three months the 
management and board of the 107- 


year-old medical Institution has 
been increasingly vocal about its 
acute financial difficulties. These 
were made public during a meeting 
between the hospital director. 

Professor David Maeir. and the 

Knesset Social Services Committee 
last week. Maeir bluntly told the 
committee that the hospital was 
threatened by closure in the face of 
an operating deficit of some 
IL325ro. By March this year, the 
developmental deficit will reach 
some SlOm. 

These Initial reports were 
greeted somewhat sceptically by a 
press suspicious of one more In- 
stitution "crying wolf.” However, 
the hospital is now planning a staff 
retrenchment that would cost 300 
people their, jobs. 

AMERICAN ORTHODOX circles 
and Agudat Yisrael politicians arc 
already beginning to exert pressure 
to persuade Finance Minister 
Yigael Hurvitz to extend govern- 
ment finance “and to honour the 
government's promises"' as the 
hospital secs them. 

Both medical and administrative 
employees say that they arc work* 
ing in an atmosphere of “intense 
gloom" and the conversation of the. 
day is whether the hospital will be' 
able to pay salaries, whst 
departments will be closed and who 
will have to leave. A significant 
number of those effected by the dis- 
missals arc recent immigrants. 


Suppliers and contractors are 
withholding supplies and services 
because. of outstanding debts. Some 
of these involve essential medical 
supplies, such as Intravenous 
fluids. By its Own admission the 
hospital is over six months behind 
on payments to domestic suppliers 
of food, fuel and medical supplies. 

THE CRISIS faced by Shaare 
Zedek is the culmination of gran- 
diose and faulty planning by the 
Health Ministry and the hospital 
directors. The crisis has come to a 
head with the government's 
relentless pursuit of economic cut 
backs. The new 500 bed add 50- 
department medical complex on 
the slopes of Yefe Nof near Mount 
Herzl has cost an estimated $54m. 
Along with El Al it is one of the first 


victims of the end of an era which 
saw the local economy expand by 
more than SOCr since 1967. 

Qualified observers ask why 
Jerusalem, with a population of less 
than 400.000. needs three large 
ultra-modern hospitals while other 
sections of the country are grossly 
lacking in hospital facilities. These 
accusations are levelled at the 
Health Ministry responsible for 
health planning on a national level, 
but the hospital directorate itself is 
not blameless. 

While fully aware that Jerusalem 
is too small to provide all of the 
hospitals with a reasonable patlcnL 
turnover justifying the 554m. ex- 
penditure, the hospital nevertheless 
duplicated already existing 
departments at Hadassah universi-

• A Greek Orthodox priest, who on 
Saturday lodged a complaint with 
the police that he had been insulted 
and spat at by two young Jews, 
came to the police on Tuesday 
together with the two to cancel the 
complaint. 

On Saturday afternoon, the priest 
complained to an Arab policeman 
inside the Old City, alleging that a 
group of young men had cursed and 
spat at him as he passed them on 
the street. 

The policeman, accompanied by 
the priest, found four young men at 
the entrance to the shuk near Jaffa 
Gate, and the priest identified two 
of the four. When the policeman 
asked them to accompany him to 
the police station, two of the young 
men identified themselveB as 
soldiers and objected to going to the 
station. 

Under threat of arrest, the two. 
others accompanied the officer,' 
and the duty officer at the station 
decided to detain them for 48 hours 
on charges of Insulting a priest and 
threatening a policeman. 

On their release on Tuesday, the 
two went to the priest and apologiz- 
ed for their behaviour. He returned 
with them to the police station to 
cancel the complaint, but the police 
arc still considering whether to 
press their own charges.

Levy knows what it is to be jobless

“When I was out of a job in 1958- 
59, 1 knew exactly what it was to be 
one of the unemployed, and that’s 
one of the reasons why the subject 
worries me so much." 

That was what Absorption and 
Housing Minister David Levy said 
yesterday in an exclusive interview 
with The Jerusalem. Post. 

A man wbo Is out of a job feels 
superfluous; he becomes lost to 
society. lost to himself. It robs him 
of his self-respect. Levy continued, 
adding that this was why he thought 
every effort must be made to avoid 
unemployment. 

Discussing Tuesday’s marathon 
10 -hour meeting of the economic 
cabinet, at which he mounted the 
major opposition to Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvitz’s proposed 
1980 budget. Levy said that the un- 
derlying assumption of the budget 
was that some 12,000 people would 
be thrown out of jobs in the various 
public services to join those already 
in the ranks of the unemployed. 

But, Levy commented, he had the 
sneaking suspicion that unemploy- 
ment would not be so easy to con- 
trol, that it would snowball, 
spreading from one sector of the 
economy to another and yet 
another. 

The budget, he said. Is not merely 
a technical matter. It has social im- 
plications. too. It needs careful, 
step by step consideration. Levy is 
not prepared to buy a pig In a poke. 
He wants to know exactly which 


social services are going to be cut. 
who will be thrown out of work, and 
when this wifi a happen. 

Levy, widely regarded as the 
representative of the weaker 
elements In the population and of 
the Oriental community, said it is 
not the budget cuts alone that are of 
national significance, but the whole 
complex of problems that the cuts 
will create. 

He said he, for one. was not 
prepared to lend his support to a 
global 5 per cent cut. with the 
details to follow later. He wanted to 
know at the outset exactly what was 
going to be cut. 

Levy thinks that be and Hurvitx 
are equally intent on setting 
Israel’s economic ills to rights. He

Waiting for Begin’s budget decision

Hours of feverish meetings dur- 
ing the past week over the state 
budget can now be summed up in 
four words — everybody’s waiting 
for Begin. 

Prime Minister Menahem 
Begin’a past judgements on 
economic issues haven't been par- 
ticularly wise, according to most 
economic observers, but his 
political strength Is necessary to 
round out the consensus on the 
budget. 

Housing and Absorption* Minister 
David Levy la the only holdout 
remaining inside the economic 
cabinet, who opposes Finance 
Minister Yigael Hurvits' proposed 
IL20b. cut in the 1980/81 budget. 
Levy is seeking another ILlOb. for 
his ministry so that he can build 
some 12,000 new Hats, while Hurvitx 
is trying to convince Levy to be 
satisfied with 4,500 new 
apartments. 

Hurvitz is hoping that Begin will 
accept the proposed budget cut and 
then pressure Levy to accept. 


But inside Be gin's own office, 
Deputy Minister Yoram Aridor has 
come out agalnat the massive 
budget slash proposed by the 
Treasury. • 

Aridor said yesterday that 
fighting inflation is a national im- 
perative but that unemployment 
resulting from Hurvitz' s plan could 
be at least as disastrous as the in- 
flation the government ^s fighting. 

He also warned against a cutback 
In child allowances, being worked 
out in a compromise between the 
Treasury and the National In- 
surance Institute. 


At least one minister in the 
economic cabinet said yesterday 
that while In the past the budget 
brought to the cabinet was often 
swollen, the budget Hurvits has 
brought may be so trim as to be un- 
realistic. 


Meanwhile, Treasury officials 
believe' they have reached an 
agreement with the Defence 
Ministry on Its budget. At 1979 
prices, the budget will be Ha 30 .8b., 
of which some ILTOb. will be spent 


TA’s urban renewal chief 
to get IL90,844 a month

TEL AVIV. — The head of Tel 
Aviv’s slum rehabilitation 
programme. Artsi Wein, is to 
receive a monthly salary of IL90,- 
844. the directors of the municipal- 
governmental company Ezra Ubit- 
xaron confirmed yesterday. 

Chairman of the board of direc- 
tors. Tel Aviv Mayor Shlomo Lahat, 
explained that the salary was 
justified by the wide scope Of 
Weiii’s responsibilities as director- 
general of the company. He will be 
in charge oi Project Renewal in the 
Hatikva quarter and of rehabilita- 
tion programmes In five other 
problem neighbourhoods. Lahat 
added that directors -of government 
companies and department beads 
in hospitals receive similar 


-salaries.- 

The contract with Wein was made 
with the Housing Ministry six 
months ago. but was approved only 
yesterday. Another clause, under 
which Wein would receive a bonus 
of 1120,000 as sick leave or 13th- 
month salary, has been conceited 
.with Wein’s consent. 

The two Labour Party board 
members opposed the salary agree- 
ment. calling it “an exorbitant 
amount in these days of cuts and 
savings." But they were outvoted 
by the six coalition members. 
Wein’s salary came under fire last 
month from Labour MKs. 

The salary award has also stirred 
resentment among senior officials 
of other municipal companies in Tel 
Aviv, who claim that their salaries 
compare unfavourably. 


JPlem alerted for road collapse 


Engineers are carefully watching 
the growing cracks in the ground 
near Jerusalem’s Damascus Gate 
mystery hole and have prepared 
emergency plans In case the nearby 
road collapses. 

Some of the cracks, which 
appeared in the road up to 30 
metres from the hole, have 
quadrupled in width since Sunday’s 
sudden appearance of the hole. 
Yitzhak Ya’acovi, in charge of 
development for East Jerusalem, 
said this proves that the ground is 
continuing to be drawn down and 
towards the hole. 

Alternate lanes have been 


readied for traffic if the road 
collapses, and water engineers are 
poised for emergency repair work 
if a half-metre diametre water pipe 
at the site bursts. 

Geologists blamed the recent 
heavy rain for the hole, some guess- 
ing that the bole may once have 
been a cistern. 

Former deputy mayor Meron 
Benvinlstl, an expert on the city’s 
history during the Crusader era. 
said that there was a large water 
reservoir west of the present hole, 
and a network of canals and other 
works connected it to sources and to 
the inside of the city. (Itim) 


Dayan: ‘Get out of fight with Moslems’

It is "very, very important: for 
Israel to defuse its conflict with the 
Moslem world, and making 
progress on the autonomy question 
would be one way of doing that," 
MK Moshe Dayan said last night. 

Speaking on TV’s “Moked” 
programme, the former foreign 
minister expressed the view that 
there are “a number of local 
problems." including autonomy, 
whose quick solution “would 
remove us from the circle of those 
in conflict with the Moslem world.” 
This is particularly important, 
Devon told three interviewers, at a 
time when unrest in Iran and the 
Soviet invasion of Afghanistan has 
created further ferment in the 
already volatile Moslem world. 
Much of the programme was 


devoted to Afghanistan. Dayan 
believed that while the situation 
there is serious, a superpower clash 
is unlikely. 

Dayan dismissed the view that 
the U.S. had snubbed Israel by not 
informing Jerusalem of the deci- 
sion to use Egyptian air bases dur- 
ing the current crisis. “The 
Americans can still be our friends 
without telling us they have an air 
base at Kina." Dayan said.

Close CAL, 
Grupper asks

GAL, Grupper alleged, has run 
into difficulties because of faulty 
planning and the situation Is now 
posing a danger to agriculture, he 
said. It waa the Agriculture 
Ministry, he claimed that was to 
blame for the faulty management 
of the company, and this would yet 
deal a death-blow to the countty's 
agricultural exporta. 

Grupper also said that CAL had 
recently chartered four Boeing 747a 
for 5600.000 a month. But only one of 
the planes was being used to fly 
agricultural produce, while three 
stood idle. 

The company is scheduled to 
receive two more planes and 
Grupper thinks that they, too, will 
remain unused. 

"Felahin” (peasants) are run- 
ning a company.

Khitznick sworn in

If it wants to go back on 
that policy, the minister said, then 
it should go public and say so, and 
not simply reverse It behind closed 
doors. 

The building industry la one of the 
leading sectors In the economy, he 
said. If building starts are cut to 4,- 
000. from the 12,000 of the current 
financial year, he said that the 
slow-down will have serious im- 
plications for all other sectors. 

We are all being asked to tighten 
our belts, Levy concluded. “The 
trouble is that some people are 
tightening them on airplanes,” he 
said.

HAIFA (Him). — Quoting a U.S. 
judicial precedent, state prosecutor 
Lily Borfohansky yesterday asked 
that the two surviving Palestinian 
infiltrators who raided Nahariya 
last April be convicted of three 
‘counts of murder and sentenced to 
life to prison. 

Bumming up the state's case 
against Samir K untar. 18. and 
Ahmed Assad Abaraa. 24, 
Boriahansky referred to an 
American court ruling that con- 
victed robbers are collectively 
responsible for the consequences of 
their crime, including any Injuries 
inflicted by police attempting to 
rescue victims or capture the 
perpetrators. The rule should apply 
even more to acts of terror, she 
argued. 


She admitted that it could not be 
proven that the two defendants 
themselves directly caused the 
deaths of hostages Dan Haran and 
hi* daughter Einat, 4, and of 
policeman Eliahu Shahar. Two 
other attackers were killed in the 
battle.

Three doctors admit tax 
evasions, freed on bail

TEL AVIV. — Three doctors con- 
fessed to tax evasions of hundreds 
of thousands of pounds yesterday 
and the Tel Aviv Magistrates Court 
released them on bail of half a 
million pounds each. Income tax In- 
vestigator Yosef Goldstein told the 
court that the threo were caught in 
a random check to the Ramat Gan- 
Glvatayim area. 

Dr. Bruno Sax. 82. of Ramat Gan 
fo a Kupat Holim physician and 
operates a private practice at 
home. He is a shareholder in Tel 
Aviv's Asuta hospital, where be is 
an obstetrician. 

The income tax investigator said 
that Dr. Sax, who owns a 80-dunam 
citrus grove near Ashkelon, "ad- 


mitted IL400.000 Income tax 
evasion.” 

Dr. Ze'ev Mltli, 47, of Glvatayim. 
a general practitioner, declared in- 
come from the Dan bus 
cooperative, the ABIC company, 
the Maccabl sick fund and his 
private practice. But the random 
check last week revealed' 
irregularities In his books and tax 
evasions of IL250.00G. Goldstein 1 
said. 

Ramat Gan ophthalmologist 
Ezra Nison, 67, had declared in- 
come from his private practice, the 
Hlstadrut's kupat holim, the 
National Insurance Institute, and 
the ministries of defence and 
transport. But he also admitted to 
some IL300.000 in tax evasions, 
Goldstein stated.

Jerusalem city taxes will in- 
crease this year by 70 to 120 per 
cent, the municipality's finance 
committee decided yesterday.

In December alone, it collected

the Finance Ministry's order that 36 
per cent of 1680 city budgets must 
come from the cities* own sources 
of Income, taxes had to be raised 
considerably. 

City treasurer Uzl Wee haler said 

that the municipality expects a 
government decision to raise the 
business tax ceiling from K30.000 
to XL 100 . 000 . 

The Knesset on Tuesday offered 
some help by approving a law Unk- 
ing debts to local authorities to the 
Cost-of-Llving index.

A foreign visitor will be able to 
bring in $125 worth of merchandise 
without paying customs. 

The former limits were $50 for a 
citizen and $75 for a visitor. 

The new regulations do not cover 
the personal import of televisions, 
typewriters, cameras, and tape 
recorders, but from now on will in- 
clude radios and binoculars.

New Galilee moshava to be established

Three thousand Kampuchean 
refugees huddled together on an 
isolated jungle mountaintop, and 
40,000 others living in a valley 
below, were saved from possible 
death by drugs and other supplies 
from Israel, Peter Milik, Israel 
TV's representative to Kampuchea, 
said to Jerusalem yesterday. 

Milik, the TV floor manager was 
one of the initiators of last 
November's telethon to help the 
refugees and coordinated the ex- 
penditure of funds on the scene. He 
returned home on Tuesday after 
two months of rescue work. 

The Israeli convoy was the first to 
reach Sok San, the mountaintop 
where people were dying at the rate 
of 20 per day, Milik told reporters. 

"The people, who live at a height 
•'* 3.000 metres in the Jungle, are 
persecuted both by the Khmer 
Rouge forces still at large and by 
the Vietnamese. Their water supply 
fo infested with malarial anopheles 
mosquitoes," said Milik. "Below 
are 40,000 more people who depend 
on the others for subsistence.” 
While Kampuchean refugees In 
camps on the Thai border are likely

various aid organizations, Milik 
fears that the lives of those in Sok 
San are still in Jeopardy. 

Of the IL39.?m. donated to the 
TV’s refugee fund, Milik spent 
IL28.3m. Sixteen loaded Hercules 
transport planes, a ship carrying 
sugar, and truck convoys with 
various supplies were sent to Kam- 
puchea. The money was also spent 
on the care of refugee orphans to a 
border camp; and on supplies, in- 


cluding X-ray equipment, to 
Israel's medical teams on the spot. 
He said that $J50,000 was given to 
the UN for the establishment of a 
youth village for orphan children. 
Although distribution problems 
slowed down the despatch of Israeli 
supplies, nearly all the food 
purchased reached its destination. 
Mink said.

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Soviet actions ‘brutal’ — Carter 


WASHINGTON. — President Jim- 
my Carter on Tuesday night caned 
the Soviet coup in Af glumh^n the 
greatest threat to peace since 
World War II and a more brutal act 
than Soviet intervention in Hungary 
and Czechoslovakia. 

He also said that Iran — still 
holding SO American hostages in the 
U.S. embassy in Teheran — should 
realize by now that the gravest 
menace to Its security was Soviet 
expansionism and not the U.S. 

The president pledged at a brief- 
ing for 100 congressmen at the 
White House that the U.S. would 
maintain strong naval forces in the 
Arabian Sea to guard against any 
Soviet moves elsewhere in 
Southwest Asia from Afghanistan. 

He also said the government 
would spend 93b. in the fiscal year 
1980 and 9800m. In fiscal 1981 on 
programmes to protect farmers' In- 
come following his order suspen- 
ding the sale of 1 ? million tons of 
grain to the Soviet Union. 


The Pentagon, meanwhile, said 
that the U.S. plans to develop the 
British-owned Indian Ocean Island 
of Diego Garcia to serve American 
warships operating in the area. 

Diego Garcia has served as a 
modest communications and 
refuelling base for U.S. vessels un- 
der a U.S. -British agreement 
dating back to 1966. 

In Australia Prime Minister 
Malcolm Fraser said yesterday' 
that his country had offered to take 
a more active part in patrolling the 
Indian Ocean. 

In addition to the offer, made to 
President Carter, the government 
was adopting a aeries of retaliatory 
measures that would hit 
Australian-Soviet relations In com- 
mercial. cultural and other fields, 
Fraser said. 

He confirmed to reporters after a 
cabinet meeting that Australia 
would not make up the shortfall in 
wheat sales to the Soviet Union 
resulting from the American

cancellation of wheat sales to the 
Rossi ana. 

Fraser's announcement included 
a warning that Australia will 1m 
mediately follow the U.S. If 
decides to boycott the Moscow 
Olympic Games. 

In Madrid, where he is visiting. 
West German Chancellor Helmut 
Schmidt yesterday said that the 
West should meet the Soviet 
challenge with solidarity, but 
should not cut the dialogue with 
Moscow. 

In his first public statement on 
Afghanistan, Schmidt did not an- 
nounce any retaliatory steps 
against the Kremlin but said that 
there should be no doubts about 
West Germany’s thorough solidari 
ty with the U.S. response. 

British Foreign Secretary Lord 
Carrington arrived in Ankara 
yesterday on the first leg Of a 10-day 
Middle Blast and Aslan tour to dis- 
cuss the Afghan crisis with regional 
governments. (Reuter, AP) 


Iranian official hints at 


‘movement’ on hostages 


TEHERAN. — There has been 
"some movement" toward release 
of the American hostages, but 
freedom is probably still weeks 
‘away, ti top Iranian official said 
yesterday. 

"There la some movement,” 
Ayatollah Mohammed Beheshti, 
first secretary of Iran's ruling 
Revolutionary Council, told 
American reporters at a news con- 
ference. “I am not sure if this 
movement will be seen In a few 
days, maybe (it will be In) a few 
weeks." 

Asked if a solution to the crisis 
might also involve a public in- 
vestigation of human rights 
violations by the shah's regime and 
U.S. involvement in Iranian affairs 
In addition to the possibility of spy 
trials, Beheshti 's comments about 
is not excluded.” 

In Washington, White House 
press secretary Jody Powell said in 
a televUon Interview he could not 
confirm BeheahtTs /mm mpnt about 
positive movement. 

“Pm afraid I do not have any 


evidence of anything substantia] in 
that regard," Powell said. 

On Monday night, Powell said 
there were serious questions about 
"who la In control In Iran." “There 
have been developments which 
raise the issue of whether Ayatollah 
Khomeini or the Revolutionary 
Council control the action with 
regard to the Americans bring held 
illegally,” he said. 

In other developments, gun 
battles raged in the northwestern 
city of Tabriz yesterday between 
opposition gunmen and 
revolutionary guards loyal to 
Khomeini. Hospital sources 
reported that between 30 and 40 
people had been killed. 

Diplomatic aourcea quoted 
reports from the Turkish-speaking 
city that as many as 000 people had 
been Injured In a day of riming in- 
volving supporters of Iran's 
revolutionary leader and rival 
followers of the c oun tr y 's second 
most influential clergyman.

Corsicans seize hostages in Ajaccio 


AJACCIO, Corsica (Reuter). — A 
group of armed Corsicans seeking 
autonomy for this French 
Mediterranean island stormed an 
Ajaccio hotel yesterday and seized 
about 80 guests and staff as 
hostages, police said. 

About 40 guerrillas from the Cor- 
sican Peoples' Union (UPC) took 
over the French hotel In the city 
centre yesterday morning. 

Police sharpshooters took up 
positions around the hotel and cut 
telephone links to prevent the 
guerrillas issuing statements to the 
press. 

Officials refused to say whether 
anyotae was injured or whether the 
guerrillas had made any demands. 

Corsican separatists, known for 


their fierce pride, have struggled 
on and off for centuries to free the 
island from foreign domination. 

In the 18th century separatist 
guerrillas caused such problems 
for the city-state of Genoa that the 
island was sold to France in 178 8. 


A series of violent acts have 
shaken Corsica in recent years as 
autonomists again stepped up their 
campaign for independence from 
France. 


There were hundreds of bomb at- 
tacks, most causing only minor 
damage, in Corsica last year, many 
directed against the main training 
base the French Foreign Legion, 
which autonomists regard as a 
foreign occupation force. 


Viets: China massing troops on border 


BANGKOK. — Vietnam yesterday 
accused China of conducting large- 
scale military exercises and mov- 
ing more troops and material to 
areas along their common border 
this month. 

The official Radio Hanoi 
monitored in Bangkok said the 
Chinese army, navy and air force 
were Involved in the exercises and 
that more naval vessels were dis- 
patched to southern waters. 

Meanwhile, the crew of a French 
cargo ship rescued 108 Vietnamese 
“boat people," including five 
women unconscious from lack of 
water, after 16 other vessels passed 
them by, the French Embassy In 
Manila said yesterday. 


Capt. Jacques Jorand of the 
freighter TourviUe said he saw one 
refugee drown in the scramble to 
reach his ship, and the Vietnamese 
told French officials another three 
were lost from their nine-metre 
hoot.' (Reuter, AP). 


25 Pharaonic tombs 


CAIRO (AP). — An Egyptian 
archeological team has uncovered 
20 Pharaonic tombs In southern 
Egypt "containing a large quantity 
of mummies," the "Al-Ahram" 
newspaper reported yesterday. The 
excavated site is In Korn Ombo, 988 
kms south of Cairo. 


Gandhi gets 


2/3 majority 
in parliament 


NEW DELHI (AP). — Official 
returns yesterday In the general 
election of last Thursday and Sun- 
day showed that Indira Gandhi's 
Congress Party were dear winners 
in 849 of 51? seats declared. 

Her allies, including two regional 
parties and the Indian Moslem 
League, captured another 21 seats 
In the B25-member lower bouse of 
parliament, giving the 68-year-old 
former premier a two-thirds 
parliamentary majority. 

Caretaker Prime Minister 
Char an Singh's Janata Secular 
Party was second, trailing with 40 
elected members. The Janata 
(Peoples) Party led by Un- 
touchable leader Jagjivan Ram 
won SI seats, its candidates suffer- 
ing crushing defeats throughout the 
country. 

India's two Communist parties 
and their leftist allies won 51 seats, 
while Singh's coalition partner, the 
rump Congress, took 18, and minor 
parties and Independents ac- 
counted for the remaining 12. > 

With her allies, Gandhi annexed a 
majority of seats In 28 of 31 states 
and union territories. The main 
resistance to her party came from 
West Bengal, eastern India, where 
TnrHan Communists and their allies 
won 37 of 41 seats. 

Gandhi, her controversial son 
Sanjay and other top aides won with 
sweeping margins in the balloting. 

MOre than half of the 882 milli on 
eligible voters cast ballots. 


Papal bid to end rift 
between Christians 


VATICAN CITY (Reuter). — Pope 
John Paul made a gesture of con- 
ciliation to Eastern Catholics when 
he commemorated the death of 
Saint Basil the Great on Tuesday. 

He used an apostolic letter, to 
recal the work of the fourth-century 
saint, who founded the monastic 
structure of the Eastern Church 
before its 13th-century schism with 
Rome. "Following Basil, the rood 
to unity can only be the reconver- 
sion of ail to Christ and his word,” 
the letter said in support of the 
Pope's aim of healing the rift 
between the Christian churches. 


STRIKE. — An estimated 75,000 
taxi drivers went on strike in Spain 
yesterday to protest petrol price in- 
creases, snarling public transporta- 
tion at airports, bus and rail 
stations across the country. The 
new price is 93.09 per U.S. gallon for 
super gasoline (about IL30 per 
litre).

NY police probe petrol pilfering 


NEW YORK ( AP) . — Police are In- 
vestigating a string of petrol truck 
hijackings in the New York City 
area In which drivers were bound 
while the load was emptied at ser- 
vice stations cooperating with tip 
bandits. 

Richard Lewie ki, president of the 
local Fuel Truck Drivers' Union, 
said on Tuesday the hijackings 
caused 17 night-shift drivers to 


refuse to make service station 
deliveries on Monday from one ter- 
minal. 

Police said they were in- 
vestigating a dozen such hijackings 
in the city in the past two weeks. 
The hijackings have taken place at 
stop lights, where gunmen have 
confronted the drivers, blindfolding 
and binding them while the petrol 
was sold illegally at cut-rate prices. 


Treaty seen soon for U.S. 
spy stations in Turkey 


ANKARA (Reuter). —The U.S. and 
Turkey agreed in principle y ester- - 
day on continued American use of 
vital Intelligence-gathering and 
military bases in this country, but 
failed to initial a treaty because of 
continued differences over the wor- 
ding. 

Turkey extended by 45 days the 
provisional status of the bases 
while negotiations continue on the 
final content of the treaty. But both 
the Turkish state radio and the U.S. 
embassy said broad agreement had 
been reached after night-long 
negotiations. . . 

A treaty, when signed, will allow 
the U.S. continued use of 26 military 
bases that it shares with the 
Turkish armed forces within the 
framework of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. The most Im- 


portant of these are scanning 
stations at Sinop and Dlvarbakir, 
and the giant airbase at Incirlik, 
which houses tactical aircraft 
capable of launching a nuclear 
strike against the Soviet Union, 
The scanning stations took on 
added importance after the loss of 
similar, better-placed bases in Iran 
during the revolution there last 
February. The stations are used to 
monitor Soviet ground forces, air 
and naval activity and missile 
tests.

(Oeottnoed from page 1 ) 
ty hoapltala at Ein Karem and 
Mount Scopus. 

For example, one pediatric sur- 
gery unit per million citizens Is 
regarded as adequate by most 
Western medical standards. 
Jerusalem has three such units. 

While well aware that the city 
was already provided with two 
pathology units Shaare Zedek built 
a third, acquiring the tremendously 
expensive laboratory equipment 
needed. 

Perhaps most damning of all la 
that Shaare Zedek operates two 
surgical departments, notwithstan- 
ding the fact that there are not 
enough patients for all three of the 
city's hospitals. It has been alleged 
that this was done hi order to ac- 
commodate the prestige and egos of 
two senior surgeons who had both 
been promised the department. The 
hospital maintains that many 
hospitals maintain two surgical 
departments, adding that it also 
has plans for two Interna! 
departments. 

Competition for surgical patients 
between the three hospitals Is so in- 
tense that there have been reports 
that ambulance drivers are told, to 
deliver patients to a particular 
hospital rather than the duty 
hospital because of the influence 
the department head has on Magen 
David Adorn. Patients are denied 
the hospital of their choice in cases 
of elective surgery “because their 
Kupat Halim only sends its 
patients to Hadassah” although 
when vigorously pressed, this can 
be changed. Meanwhile, the 
waiting list for elective surgery at 
Beersheba runs Into months and the 
Pori ah hospital in Tiberias is gross- 
ly understaffed. 


JERUSALEM'S MOST PRESSING 
medical requirement is geriatric 
wards, old age homes and day-care 
centres for the aged. Shaare 
Zedek's ninth floor has been plann- 
ed for some 100 beds for the ter- 
minally ill. But completion of this 
floor is held up for lack of funds. 

“It is clear that the planning was 
much more political than medical” 
says one doctor. Like the Hebrew 
University, money was raised for 
prestigious buildings and not for 
running the institutions, he charg- 
ed.

still anathema to devout Jews. 
However the appointment of a 
revered Aguda Rabbi, Yitzhak 
■Ya'acov Weiss, as the hospital's 
faalachlc authority served to pacify 
the ultra-othodox. Over the past 
twelve years Maelr has also 
developed positive personal con- 
nections with the Aguda establish- 
ment In the city. 

Hospital sources say that Maelr, 
who is known for his strong per- 
sonality, is at least partly responsi- 
ble for the crisis. They suggest that 
he enjoyed complete de facto back- 
ing from the International com- 
mittee who originally appointed 
him. “It is clear to" those In the 
hospital that only one person makes 
decisions and that's Prof. Maelr,” 
says one insider. 

Other people feel that the im-

HARDENED AFGHANI guerrillas, 
sleeping In oaves and armed with 
legendary co urag e and a rag-tag 
assortment ot outdated weapons, 
are fighting a Jopslded war against 
the modern Soviet military 
mschicM seat to control western 
Afghanistan. . 

With- their century-old British 
rifles and captured Afghani army 
carbines, Moslem partisans are lit- 
tle match for Soviet G-72 tanks 
booked by MIG ‘fighter* that have, 
by the rebels 1 own admission, gain- 
ed mastery of such regional centres 
as Herat, Torah and Shindand 
along with the neighbouring air- 
base and connecting high w a y. 

: A four-day trip between Soviet 
positions Into the rebels' mountain 
redoubt in the Farah area showed, 
however, that the Afghani rebels 
can, despite Inferior weapons, 
effectively prevent complete Soviet 
control'antslde the principal cities 
and Interdict travel, even along 
main roads except In armoured 
convoys. 

Tw addition* they gfnttw that an in- 
creasing number of Afghani army 
regulars, outraged at the Soviet in- 
tervention. are turning over their 
rifles — : Russian-made carbines 
acquired from the former Stab of 
Iran when he modernised his own 
armaments — and that the soldiers 
themselves would also Join the 
guerrilla movement if H were 
organised and able to quickly ab- 
sorb them. 

It apparently was the rebels* 
ahDjty to mount similar resistance 
against the former government of 
Wfigniiwh Amin along with that of 
parallel guerrilla groups in the 
eastern border regions near 
Pakistan, that prompted the Soviet 
Patou to' sspd needy oo.ooo troops 
late last mouth in ap active effort to 
crash opposition to the Moscow- 
oriented raleni it favours for Kabul. 

The rebel leaders of Western 
Afghanistan, unable to get supplies 
. over the Iranian border and too far 
Amu Pakistan, appealed for direct 
supply of rocket-propelled grenade 
launchers and anti-aircraft 
batteries from any country willing 
to help. They declared that with 
such weaponry they could do m uch 
more against the traditional Rus- 
sian army in these craggy “Moun- 
tains of the White Earth" where 
they have their lairs. 

"The Russians are playing with 
fire," said a former high school 
principal and chemistry teacher- 
tumad-gfasRlHa leader. "If we had 
weapons, we could take them. The 
only thing we need is weapons. We ' 
don’t need Intervention of any 
kind.” 

DESPITE its. Islamic fervour, 
neighbouring Iran has offered no 
assistance other than turning a 
tiUn/i eye to partisan comings and 
goings across discreet sections of 
the'fiOO-kUometre border, guerrilla . 
leaders complain. Indeed, they 
said, border surveillance increased 
after the Shah was driven from 
power a year ago and Ayatollah 
Ruhollah Khomeini took over. 

"What kind of Islam is this Islam 
of Khomeini’s, who has never per- 
sonally condemned the Russian in- 
vasion of Afghanistan, while other 
countries near the Soviet Union, 
such as Rumania, have condemned 
it!” the former principal asked 
bitterly. 

He was speaking along with two 
■ field' commanders — a Moslem 
imam and a defected Af g han i army 
wwi — to visitors at a regional 
rebel headquarters on a shelf of 
rock at the back end of a box ca- ' 
ay on created by Jagged stone walls 
soaring hundreds of metres 
towards the clear, cold night sky. 

Sprinkled around the canyon, a 
half-dozen camp fires fluttered at 
entrances to caves of tents as the 
rebels sought shelter from the night 
cold. Sentries stood on duty at the 
canyon’s opening on to a long, 
rocky expense of desert- like terrain 
stretching for kilometres, between 
cows of sharp limestone peaks. 

It Is the ability to sleep on rock* 
under a single blanket and survive 
on a diet of bread and cheese, 
supplemented & an occasional 
chunk of mutton, that gives the 
guerrillas their advantage over the 
Soviet army — and that gave them 
on edge over the Afghanistan army 
before the evert Russian Interven- 
tion. - 

Their firepower is limited almost 
to the point of being laughable. 
Mart rebels carry rifles rejected 
long ago by armies of other coun- 
tries. Ammunition is so scarce that 

isms rebels have to make their 
own. 

■ One rebel displayed a long Rus- 
sian piece dating from Crariat 
times with 1898 stamped on the 
hreeeh. Another showed oil a 

British o ap-and -percussion rifle ftp* 
Wrtnfly left over from Britain a 
attempt to subdue the Afghans at 
the be ginnin g of the century. On the 
hreech were engraved the letters 
“Vr?. _ "Victoria Regina.' or 
Queen Victoria. 

OTHERS, however, carried the 
“Mquhfoiia Soviet-designed AK-4? 
assault rifle, the Kalashnikov, its 
curved _ clip and functional form 


contrasting with the white turbans 
and "baggy pantaloons warn by most 
guerrillas under surplus army 
overcoats. Some of the outerwear 
came from U.S. used -clothing 
shipments. Including a khaki Jacket 
with the U.S. Park Service patch 
that was the pride of one aging 
rebel. A lucky few brandished cap- 
tured Russian tommy guns, with 
blunt ventilated barrels and round 
magazines. 

The heaviest weapons seen in the 
rebels' possession in the Farah 
area was the captured Russian 
equivalent of a B&r light- 
machlnegun and one recently 
purchased shoulder-fired grenade 
launcher of Soviet design. Also In 
the rebel arsenal were homemade 
mines for use against tonics and 
makeshift hand-grenades'fsshioned 
from lead pipe Joints filled with ex- 
plosives and capped at both ends, 
with a fuse sticking out one side. 
When the group posed for a 
reporter's camera with their 
weapons, one guerrilla held a stone, 
another a miner's pick. 

Medics! supplies simply do not 
exist. Nor do doctors end medics. 
"We don't have even one pill," said 
the defected army colonel who 
provides military expertise at the 
camp. 

Guerrillas picked their way 
through rocky peaks In the 
traditional clothes of Afghani 
peasants. Their footgear is 
primitive. One rebel was seen lim- 
ping along the trail with one foot 
bare and the other half inside a 
collapsed leather shoe whose heel 
flapped against his foot with every 
alow step between the rocks. 

DESPITE their limitations, the 
guenrfHas claimed -several- recent 
successes in encounters with Soviet 
troops occupying their region. A 
raiding party of IS rebels riding 
motorcycles killed the local gover- 
nor in Kandahar last week and in- 
duced a number of Afghani soldiers 
to defect with their weapons, their 
commander said. 

Also last week, rebels destroyed 
two Soviet tracks in an ambush on a 
convoy between Herat and Kan- 
dahar, they added. Another group 
that made contact with a dissident 
army group near the same road 
was seen returning to camp on Sun- 
day morning with about 40 Afghani 
army-issue carbines. 

The regional rebel commander, a 
40-year-old former Afghani air 
force officer, who trained as a pilot 
in the Soviet Union, said at his base 
camp in a rear area that the main 
hope for accumulating an arsenal 
lies in persuading regulars to turn 
over weapons. The number of 
Afghani soldiers willing to do so has 
increased sharply since the Soviets 
intervened lost month, he added. 

Rebel leaders reported that 
Soviet troops airlifted into an 
Afghani airbase near Shin dad dis- 
armed Afghani soldiers stationed 
there to prevent their weapons 
from falling into guerrilla hands. 

Even in recounting these ex- 
ploits, however, rebel leaders 
acknowledged that Soviet troops 
have a firm grip on the region’s 
major towns and roads. . Soviet 
tonka patrolled up and down the 
roads, they said, and Russian 
troops have pitched tents along the 
way to maintain constant guard 
against raids on convoys. 

In addition, Soviet planes patrol 
the skies and guerrillas fear mov- 
ing in vehicles during the day ex- 
cept in areas where they are 
protected by steep mountains. The 
sound of the Jet aircraft overhead 
last Saturday sent rebels ducking 
behind a dirt wall. Several four- 
metre-wide bomb craters testified 
to earlier attacks. 

ACCORDING TO REPORTS cir- 
culating among the guerrillas. Rus- 
sian arUflery shelled a mosque in 
the N ortolan area last week as 
more than 200 people prayed, in- 
cluding 89 guerrillas. All were kill- 
ed and the mosque levelled, the 
reports say. Similarly, guerrillas 
say Soviet troops gunned down 8,000 
Afghani soldiers from an elite unit 
in Kabul when they tried to resist 
the Russian Intervention. Sixty 
truckloads of bodies were sold to 
have been seen leaving the unit's 
barracks near the prime minister's 
residence In the capital. 

These reports had filtered 
through a number of sources before 
reaching a field commander who 
passed them on, however, and their 
accuracy appeared limited by lack 
of reliable communications 
between rebel fronts. Only a few 
guerrilla leaders keep in touch 
through radios, and rebels in 
western Afghanistan said there is 
no regular contact between them 
end fellow guerrillas in the east. 

Most of the guerrillas in western 
Afghanistan are peasants from the 
area in which they fight. In camp 
fire conversations, they repeatedly 
cited as their reason for taking up 
arms the threat that Soviet- 
influenced leaders are trying to 
steer .Afghanistan away from 
Islamic traditions. 

“Throughout the world, the 
Afghani people are famous for one 
thing — their patriotism.” said the 


former chemistry teacher. “And 
this patriotism stems from Islam 
because they know that if they lose 
their country they will lose Islam.'* 

REFLECTING this theme, the 
overall field commander at one 
guerrilla base was an Imam or head 
priest. In a late-night conversation 
with visiting correspondents, he 
spoke In Pashto, one of 
Afghanistan's two main languages, 
along with a strain of Persian. His 
remarks were translated Into Per- 
sian by an Afghani student, then 
relayed into English by a Swiss stu- 
dent of Persian literature who ac- 
companied the correspondents. 

The struggle against the Soviet 
intervention is a holy war, or Jihad, 
he said, his Intense black dyea 


reflecting the light of a coal lamp on 
a carpet in his tent. Afghanistan's 
revolt, he said, is similar to Iran's 
Islamic revolution against the Shah 
and his American supporters. 

Most Afghanis are Sunni 
Moslems, but the imam Insisted 
that hla only difference with 
Khomeini's Islamic republic lay la 
Khomeini’s refusal to condemn the 
Soviet Union openly for Its Interven- 
tion in Afghanistan or actively 
assist the guerrillas in their fight 
against Soviet occupation troops. 

The Imam, as did all other 
guerrilla leaders, requested that 
his name remain a secret — for 
fear, he said, of reprisals against 
hla family. • 

He and most of the guerrilla 


leadership in the Farah area have 
been In the back-country mountains 
combatting what they call "com- 
munism" for about a year now. 
Their opposition began with the 
coup mounted by Nur Mohammed 
Torakl in April, 1978, which they in- 
terpreted as a sell-out of Islamic 
values to Soviet Ideology. It grew 
Into armed rebellion as the changes 
brought about by TaraU and Ms 
successor, Amin, were felt in the 
deeply religious countryside. 

“I understood that Taraki was 
against Islam, that he was a Com- 
munist, and that he was 
bloodthirsty said the former air, 
force officer who founded the Farah 
region’s front. 

Two of his followers complained 


that government agents came to 
their village and forced men and 
women alike to learn to read 
socialist propaganda. 

After nearly a year, the Farah 
guerrilla movement has formed 
three fronts, each with several 
groups, totalling more than 3,000 
toll- time partisans living in moun- 
tain hideaways, the commander 
said. They could recruit more 
peasants to Increase their ranks, 
but they have no weapons or am- 
munition. be added. 

THE FIGHTING has token a heavy 
toll in disruption among the villages 
of Farah province. Guerrilla 
leaden and Iranian authorities say 
more than 100,000 Afghanis have 
fled across the border to escape. A 


half-dozen communities of dome- 
roofed mud huts were seen standing 
empty during a drive to the rebel 
field headquarters. 

The largest, Jijeh Sural, is 
sprawled across a valley irrigated 
by a river that passes through hills 
that used to be known for their 
watermelon and cucumbers and 
through orchards known for their 
pomegranates. Its 1,000 homes are 
empty and forlorn. The only sound 
is the plaintive meow of an aban- 
doned eat. The orchards are un- 
tended and overgrown, and the 
fields are fallow. A cream pickup 
truck lies crippled on the outskirts, 
where rebels it had been hit by 
artillery fire from a Soviet tank.

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Strong words behind closed doors in Germany 

Sharon creates upset 
among flower exporters

TEL AVIV. — Strong words spoken 
by Agriculture Minister Ariel 
Sharon before a closed meeting of 
European flower importers in Ger- 
many are now having repercussions 
in the Ministry of Agriculture and 
among local flower growers. 

According to reports the Euro- 
pean buyers of Israeli flowers com- 
plained at the meeting to the 
minister that the competition 
between different flower exporters 
from Israel In Europe was ruining 
Israel’s flower market there. 

Sharon was reported to have 
replied that he would take 
ministerial responsibility for run- 
ning the Flower Marketing Board. 
When it was explained to him that 
this responsibility la now in the 
hwntjw of ministry deputy director- 
general YahaJoma Shehori, who is 
the chairman of the board, Sharon 
said he would take an active part In 
all future meetings and run them. 

This was understood here to 
mean that he was planning to fire 
Mrs. Shehori the way he recently 
fired Ntssim Lusaato, the managing 
director of the Flower Marketing 
Board. Sharon quickly informed of- 
ficials here, however, that he was 


not planning to replace Mrs. 

Shehory. 

The closed meeting in Germany 
waa attended by one of the leading 
private flower exporters, Gideon 
Blkel. It Is not entirely clear at 
whose invitation Blkel waa there. 

It is not yet known what kind of a 
shake-up Sharon Is planning for the 
*inng flower industry. Sharon and 
ministry officials would like to see 
flower exports go through one out- 
let, something like the export of 
citrus, which is handled by the 
Citrus Marketing Board. 

There are three major private ex- 
porters, who control Ifi per cent of 
the' market. The rest is either ex- 
ported by Agrexco under the brand 
name Carmel, or through the Dutch 
flower bourses; In cooperation with 
the Flower Marketing Board. The 
private exporters, headed by Blkel, 
were given the right to export after 
turning to the High Court of Justice, 
and It does not look as If they will 
easily give up this right. 

To create one outlet for the export 
of flowers, Sharon will have to get a 
new law passed. But because of the 
present antagonism against Mm in 
the Knesset, It Is unlikely that he 
will succeed In this now. 

This situation may be the reason 
why Sharon la now frying to attract

Trains can’t ignore 
whistle-stops 


HAIFA. — The management of 
Israel Railways has bowed to the 
demands of whistle-stop residents 
along the Halfa-Tel Aviv line and 
will partially reinstate the stops 
from February 8, spokesman David 
Guy told The Jerusalem Poet 
yesterday. 

With the adoption of the winter 
time-table on October 28, the 
Railways cancelled the stops at 
Binyamina, Had era and Netanya 
on two of the Halfa-Tel Aviv and 
three of the Tel Aviv-Haifa trains, 
which were turned into express 
trains. At the time the management 
claimed that the small number of 
passengers at these towns did not 
Justify the stops. It was hoped that 
by running more express trains the 
number of Halfa-Tel Aviv 
passengers would Increase. 

From February, the 11.80 a.m. 
train from Haifa will again stop at 
Binyamina, Hadera and Netanya, 
accommodating passengers com- 
ing from Nahariya. The 5 p.m. train 
from Tel Aviv will also stop at these 
stations for the benefit of people 
returning from work. 

The extra stops will add five to 
seven minutes to the Tel Aviv-Haifa 
travelling time, Guy said.

Gal to pay Mizrahi $1.35m. 
for Pnishinovsky Affair loss

TEL AVIV. — Agreement has been 
reached whereby Clal Israel will 
pay the United Mlsrahi Bank 
81.35m. over a period of about two 
year. The sum represents moneys 
fraudulently obtained from one of 
Shearson Clal's commodity 
customers. 

In what has been termed the 
"Prushlnowaky Affair", a cheque 
for ' 82 m. was deposited several 
months ago with the Mizrahi Bank 
and the funds were turned over, at 
Clal 'a instruct Iona, to 
Prushlnowaky, It was later dis- 
covered that there was no cover for 
the cheque. 

Aharon Melr. United Mizrahi’s 
general manager, confirmed to The 
Jerusalem Post that agreement in 
the matter had been reached after a 
number of meetings with Aharon 
Dovrat, Clal's general manager. 
The money will be paid In In- 
stalments over two years and will 
bear Interest. “Our bank will not 
suffer any losses as a result of the 
arrangement." Melr said. 


Melr also confirmed that his bank 
had made an otter to purchase the 
government's shares in the Tafahot 
Mortgage Bank. While there has 
been no reaction by the government 
so far, the otter is reported to in- 
volve 318m. Clal Is the slng] e 
largest shareholder in Tafahot. if 
the deal goes through, Mizrahi sod 
Clal will be partners in Tefahot. 

An official of Shearson Clal, the 
only -American, brokerage concern 
in Israel, told The Jerusalem Post 
yesterday .that the company an- 
ticipatea expanding Its activities 
here. He said that the American 
Shearson Hayden, Stone Company 
has just completed a merger with 
Loeb Rhoades. The new company U 
called Shearson Loeb Rhoades Inc. 

The new entity will be the second- 
largest brokerage concern in the 
U.S. after Merrfl Lynch. The local 
Shearson Clal office specializes In 
commodity transactions, American 
shares, and futures trading. 

Last year the company handled 
about 50 per cent of the commission 
business in commodity transac- 
tions In Israel. 


Haifa builders may call strike to 
protest ‘obstructive bureaucracy’

HAIFA. — The city’s 180 building 
contractors will halt the construc- 
tion of new homes unless the 
municipality eliminates what they 
consider obstructive bureaucracy 
and stops quibbling over financial 
matters. 

At a press conference Tuesday 
the chairman of the Contractors' 
Association, Aharon Potaahnlk, ex- 
plained that for over two years tbe 
city engineer's office was undergo- 
ing & "permanent reorganization, " 
under which It takes Instead of 
three or four months, as elsewhere, 
from nine to twelve months to ob- 
tain a building permit. 

The contractors also objected to 
the drastic cut In the proposed new 
outline plan of the floor space 
percentage allowed to be built up. 
The percentage has been cut by as 
much as one third, which makes 
new homes more expensive by up to 
50 per cent. 

The outline plan, approved by tbe 
town planning committee, has now 
been passed to the district com- 
mittee for deposition, a stage dur- 
ing which objections may be filed. 

Another sore point, the contrac- 
tors pointed out, was the “better- 
ment tax" ( mass hashbaha ), under 
which contractors are permitted to 
put more floor, space on their plots 
than allowed under the old outline 
plan. In return for a payment of half 
the extra revenue to the city. 

“We are now. asked to Include in 
the built-up space petty Items like 
pantries and the concrete awning 
that protects balcony doors against 
tbe rain,'®** contractor said. 

The engineer!* office has also-im- 
posed on the indusfry some pet- 
tifogging conditions which upset all 
calculations, the contractors say. 

Bank guarantees deposited with 
the municipality pending the com- 
pletion of new houses to the 
satisfaction of the city engineer 
were now being cashed for minor 
deficiencies, but were not being 
used for the benefit of the occupants 
of the new homes. “Almost every 
morning we are co nfr o nt ed with new 
demands about which we were not 
consulted,” Potaahnlk said. "All of 
a sudden we are told to conform to

Hurvitz deserves support 


FINANCE MINISTER Yigael Hurvitz has now reached the 
same point from which his predecessor, Simha Ehrlich, began 
his spiralling descent into abject failure. 

Mr. Ehrlich, when confronted with the baronial insistence of 
his fellow ministers on the budgetary sanctity of their separate 
ministerial fiefdoms, was not merely the first to. blink; he caved 
in completely. The history of Israel’s economy since that sur- 
render has been written in the dizzying spiral of runaway infla- 
tion* 

Yigal Hurvitz is no Simha Ehrlich. That is why he was chosen 
to replace his laissez-faire inclined predecessor. Hurvitz is ab- 
solutely correct in insisting on a meaningful cut in next year's 
budget in real terms — his proposal calls for a IL20 billion cut In 
terms of 1979 pounds — as the major component in any real anti- 
inflationary policy. 

There have been many causes for an inflation that has been 
permitted to reach a terrifying three digit height. What is incon- 
trovertible is that persistent government deficit fina nc i n g, often 
motivated by noble and desirable ends, has provided the major 
thrust for that inflationary drive. Conversely, it is equally ob- 
vious that no serious headway can be made in fighting inflation 
without making serious cuts in the government budget. 

The fact is that a large part of that budget is spoken for in 
foreign debts that must be repaid, and for essential defence 
needs. This means perforce that the remaining parts of the 
budget, and the policies, interests and services they finance, 
must bear the burden of such cuts. 

The trouble is that whereas these policies, interests and ser- 
vices all have forceful spokesmen around the Cabinet table and 
in the economic cabinet, most if not all ministers, with the ex- 
ception of the Finance Minister, have long since abdicated their 
duty to speak for the welfare of the economy and society as a 
whole. 

It is not simply a matter of Hurvitz's pugnacious personality 
as compared with Ehrlich's weakness in facing up to these 
spokesmen for the myriad of special interests and causes that 
have exceeded the meagre carrying ability of Israel's over- 
burdened but underdeveloped economy. Hurvitz’s political 
problem is that exactly when he needs as much support as he 
can get there is no organized anti-inflation lobby to provide such 
support. 

The Finance Minister has said that he will wait for Prime 
Minister Be gin’s return from Aswan to enlist his support to get 
the other ministers to line up behind his budget proposal. There 
is certainly room to hope that Mr. Begin will indeed contribute 
whatever political clout he has in this cause. But given the 
Premier's usual lack of interest In economic matters, there is 
room to doubt that Mr. Hurvitz will receive much succour from ' 
this source. 

Perhaps, what could work is a campaign directed at the Likud 
Knesset faction to drive home the hard political truth that their 
electoral prospects in 1981 will hinge largely on Mr. Hurvitz’s 
success in pushing down the inflation rate this year to a 
realistic, but difficult to achieve, 70-80 per cent. 

Ttiis is a message that even Her uf “kiifjgittak'er*’ DACid Levy 
should be able to comprehend; Mr. Levy’s valiant stand against 
any policy that bears even a hint of unemployment, as ad- 
mirable as it may seem at first glance, reveals a tragic lack of 
comprehension regarding policy priorities. For the fact 
remains that the first to be hit, and hit hard, by the sort of 
runaway Inflation besetting Israel have been the very people 
Levy is trying most to protect. 


POSTSCRIPTS 


EXACTLY one week after Deputy 
Knesset Speaker Shoshana Arbeli 
got tough with members who were 
not in the chamber when their turn 
came to speak on the Minimum 
Wage Bill, Deputy Speaker Chalke 
Grossman took the opposite line. 

During the debate on the Amend- 
ment to the Citizenship Law, 
Grossman announced: 

"Six members who were 
registered to speak were absent 
from the chamber when their 
names were called. Three of them 
have now asked me to give them the 
floor and have apologized for not 
being present. 

“Without establishing a prece- 
dent, I will give them the floor. 
They are Amnon Rubinstein (Shai), 
Dov Shilansky (Likud), and 
Avraham Melamed (National 
Religious Party), who I see is not 
here again.' ' 

At this point, David Stern 
(Likud), called Grossman’s atten- 
tion to Arbell's firm refusal to give 
members the floor under Identical 
circumstances. He insisted that the 
rules be strictly adhered to. 

All con triteness, Grossman said 
she would not withdraw what she 
had said. But she promised that she 
would not let it happen again. 

The deputy speakers have oc- 
. caslonally been accused of favour- 
ing members of their own factions 
in enforcing the Knesset Rules. But 


that could certainly not be said this 
time. 

Both Arbeli and Grossman repre- 
sent the Alignment. But it waa 
mainly Alignment deputies who 
were affected by Arbell’s strictness 
— and not a single Alignment depu- 
ty who benefited from Grossman’s 
leniency.

THE KREMLIN 


PAUL EEDELBERG and WILL MORRISEY speculate on 
how the members of the Soviet Politburo see current events. 


THOSE ENAMOURED of U.S.- 
Soviet detente often ask that one try 
to see the world as members of the 
Politburo see It — a world where 
American economic and military 
strength (less imposing, in relative 
terms, than it was 10, 20, 30 years 
ago. but imposing still) and China's 
hostility coincide. There also are 
domestic worries, the inability to 
exploit Siberian oil reserves and the 
possibility of religious unrest and of 
unrest in the satellites. The projec- 
tion goes further. 

Remember Russian history — 
wherein armies from the West have 
repeatedly overrun the country in 
the last few centuries. Contrast, 
too, the prosperity of the 
democracies with slipshod com- 
munist manufacturing and 
agriculture. Surely, If we look 
through Soviet eyes, we see a world 
that fairly begs for peace, for an 
end to military struggles and their 
accompanying arms races, a world 
that' calls for prudence and 
retrenchment. To be sure, oc- 
casionally one must dispatch one's 
“advisers” here and there: the im- 
perialists mustn't imagine that 
they can expand with impunity. 
But, in general, the times require 
some cooperation with the 
capitalist world- and no major ad- 
ditions to one’s already too* 
numerous military burdens. 

It is an imaginative picture, and 
an appealing one — *at least before 

Afghanistan, and no doubt will be 

promoted once Afghanistan, like 
other Soviet victims, ia forgotten. 
The Intention behind this picture 
makes sense; one must Indeed try 
to see the world as the Soviet 
leaders see it, for no one suggests 
that they see it as we do. Indeed, 
one must take care not to mistaken- 
ly incorporate some of his own 
beliefs into his portrait of the 
“Soviet mind.*’ 

Starting with the foundations of 
that mind, then, one must adopt the 
world-view of a proud and 
nationalistic group of people who 
profess, with the varying degrees of 
sincerity that one expects from 
those professing public ideologies, 
a form of Marxism-Leninism. 

“Some of us believe, and some of 
us only say we believe, that History 
is going our way, that capitalism’s 
tamer divisions or 'contradictions* 
must inevitably worsen and cause 
the destruction of countries where 
the capitalists now hold sway. And 


even those of us who don’t believe in 
History's Inevitable dialectic retain 
many of the mental reflexes of our 
former belief. After all, few of the 
Americans believe In the doctrine 
' of natural rights in the same sense 
that their 18 th century forefathers 
believed In them, and few believe In ' 
the Christianity of the Puritans. But 
they still act, think, and speak in 
terms of what they call ’rights’ and 
‘Christian values' — individualism 
and compassion — just as we Soviet 
rulers, lukewarm Marxist- 
Leninists, continue to despise much 
of bourgeois morality as heartily as 
father Marx did. 

"While our Bolshevik fervour 
may have dwindled to a desire for 
career advancement and a country 
dacha, such principles as 
humanitarlanism and liberty 
deserve nothing but contempt. We 
assure ourselves that . they are 
shams, or it is at ieast very con- 
venient to suppose them to be. We 
prefer to look at the world 
realistically, that is, in terms of 
power. And power is a product of 
man's conquest of nature and of 
other men; we Soviet rulers feel 
that God is for old women. 

“As we look at the calculus of 
power in the world today — we call 
It the ‘correlation of forces' — as 
always we see pluses and minuses. 
The delays in producing oil from 
our enormous reserves in Siberia 
displeases us almost as much as the 
gloating bourgeois press has said. 
(But we notice that the West Is also 
having its oil problems.) Without 
Siberian oil, we need other sources, 
and we intend to get them. 

“The Ye me ns and Syria look 
promising, and Iran has been 
magnificent. We always thought 
that those people the PLO trained 
would do some good, somewhere, 
sometime — after all, didn’t we 
help to train the PLO? And. as 
. always, the boys of the KGB are ac- 
tive, while the American CIA — 
once capable of arranging a coup 
d'etat there — is now too weak to 
give coherent reports of what’s go- 
ing on. (We listen, with amusement 
to U.S. Intellectuals debating the 
extent of KGB involvement in Iran 
and elsewhere. But Marx always 
said that capitalism’s. inner con- 
tradictions would ruin It in the end.) 

“With or without their precious 
hostages (ah, those bourgeois 
agonies), the Americans have lost 
an ally, gained an enemy and soon. 


surely, shall have gained an enemy 
more sympathetic to us. once the 
Iranians tire of the absurd 
Khomeini. After all, when the 
Shah's army disintegrated, our Ira- 
nian comrades took care to secure 
their guns. 


"If the Americans can be in- 
timidated by Iran, if, out of 
bourgeois humanitarlanism, they 
lack the guts to risk the lives of 50 
hostages — forsaking an opportuxd-' 
ty to take aver that still oil-rich 
country — well, we needn't worry 
much about the fallout from our 
move into Afghanistan. (Imagine 
them threatening to boycott the 
Olympic games: children!) With 
Afghanistan in our camp, our 
prospects In Iran are better than 
ever. And of course Iran borders on 
that economic giant . and political 
'and military pygmy, Saudi Arabia. 
“EGYPT? The wily Sadat knows 
something about the 'correlation of 
forces,' especially in the Eastern 
Mediterranean. He’s playing a 
clever game milking the 
Americans and conning the 
Israelis. But just in case he loses his 
head, the mad but useful will 
provide an excellent staging area 
for agents to filter into our 'former’ 
client's domain. 

“The Mideast? Despite oc- 
casional setbacks, a plus overall, 
and more in the offing. 

“The Europeans have acted a bit 
more foolishly, of late. They’re ac- 
tually making gestures of defen- 
ding themselves. After all these 
years. But their new American mis- 
siles won’t figure into the equation 
until 1983, and much can be done 
before then. Especially if their oil 
supplies begin disappearing, one by 
one. 

“In Asia, the Chinese remain 
bothersome. But they won't be real- 
ly dangerous for at least ten more 
years, and we can deal with them 
when the time comes. Meanwhile, 
the comrades in Vietnam seem to 
be consolidating their position in In- 
dochina, with Laos under control 
and Cambodia nearly so. But Asia, 
to o, c an wait. 

“Africa is a mixed bag; It is a 
continent of lunatics and children, 
some of whom now belong. to us. 
South America continues to revolve 
in Its cycles of coups and counter- 
coups. Let it Eventually, our In- 
fluence there shall grow, as our new 
port In Cuba radiates comradely 
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support to the downtrodden 
masses. The masses — where 
would we be without them? They 
are contemptible ciphers, but 
useful when managed well. 

We smile at the bourgeois 
humanitarians who maunder about 
racism; racism has served us 
rather well, both as an accusation 
to throw at the eternally well- 
meaning simpletons of the 
democracies, and more important, 
as an attitude that helps propel the 
sometimes Interrupted but in- 
evitable conquests- that form the 
lifeblood of Russian history. 

“The Americans are a peculiar 
race. If they spent half the money 
they now spend on useless and. cor- 
rupting pleasures, the inevitable 
triumph of communism might have 
to be deferred. (It is one thing to 
provide such pleasures to the elite 
— that is only normal. But provide 
them to the majority — it’s a scan- 
dal!) They seem intent on doing 
something to redress the strategic 
and conventional military im- 
balance. now that It’s five years too 
late. 

“The delay in SALT ratification' 
may have had something to do with 
this campaign. More likely it was 
Intended to inhibit our military ac- 
tivities in such places as the 
Mideast and Africa. Afghanistan 
will no doubt give the 'hawks’ am- 
munition against us; but once we 
initiate another ‘peace offensive, 1 
the doves will coo along. And even if

Sir. — In a letter published on 
December 20 In response to issues 
raised by Shmuel Katz In his article 
on the American Friends Service 
Committee, Richard Silveratein 
aays that Mr. Fine ia not a PLO sup- 
porter. He apparently believes that 
the AFSC’s provision of legal 
counsel for the Arabs who brought 
suit against Ellon Moreh .was 
motivated by a sincere desire -for 
Israel's welfare. Also. Mr. Silver- 
stein apparently considers that my 
sympathy with Gush Emunim au- 
tomatically disqualifies me from 
writing on any subject connected 
with IsraeL 


Mr. Silveratein 's evidence that 
Mr. Fine is “not a PLO supporter” 
is confined to his presence at a lec- 
ture given by Mr. Fine at the 
University Methodist Church In Los 
Angeles which provided a “balanc- 
ed. reasonable report on the Middle 
East." Mr. Fine spoke at an AFSC 
meeting at Friends House in New 
York City on October 15, 1979. In the 
course of his presentation and the 
question period that followed he 
said the U.S. and Israel must both 
deal with the PLO; that the PLO 
accepted Israel and no longer wish- 
ed to destroy it; that It was 
“heartening" to see the diplomatic 
offensive undertaken by the PLO 


since its meeting with Kreiaky and 
Brandt. He mentioned as positive 
developments the growing desire of 
the U.S. public to see the U.S. talk 
with the PLO, and In Israel, the 
emergence of the Peace Now move- 
ment and of Israeli conscientious 
objectors who would not serve in 
the Israeli army should new 
fighting erupt. When a questioner 
mentioned East Jerusalem. Fine 
promptly corrected ’’Arab 
Jerusalem.” When another 
questioner asked if Arabs on the 
West Bank and in Gaza might not 
fear PLO intimidation Fine dis- 
missed this by saying only “spies" 
were killed by the PLO. 

Before joining the AFSC Jim Fine 
waa editor of Sioorio, a newsletter 
that even Mr. Silveratein might 
have trouble in defining as anything 
but “anti-Israel." 

Mr. SUversteln's antagonism to 
Gush Emunim may lead him to the 
view that “the enemy of my enemy 
Is my friend.” This is a dangerous 
delusion. Indeed ultimately a more 
serious problem for Israel than the 
AFSC and its ilk may prove to be 
those like Mr. Silveratein whose 
hostility to fellow Jews leads them 
to the point where they can no 
longer distinguish between enemy 
and friend.

NUCLEAR RADIATION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, — It is unfortunate that The 
Jerusalem Post referred to Dr. 
Ernest Steraglsss as an *’ expert " 
(“radiation leaks increase infant 
mortality" — December 26). Dr. 
Stemglass has for many years been 
discredited in the U.S. as a result of 
his repeated misuse of statistical 
data to prove his. idiosyncratic 
thesis that a wide variety of human 
Ills are caused by low level nuclear 
radiation. Recently he has claimed 
that such radiation is responsible 
for the decline In Scholastic 
Achievement Test (SAT) scores 
since 1957, a claim which 
“Newsweek" magazine described 
as “curious." The fact Is that, since 
the dawn of the atomic age. the 
amount of radiation to which 
mankind has been exposed differs 
inappreciably from background 
radiation due to cosmic rays and 
natural radioactivity. Further- 
more. the combustion of conven- 
tional fuels, such as coal, is known 
to release far more radioactivity 
than nuclear reactors. Much more 
Important, such fuels release pollu- 
tion and noxious gasea which have 
been estimated to cause over 14,000 
deaths annually In the U.8. alone, 
as well as immense property 
damage. 

To document our statements the 
reader is referred to U.S. Govern- 
ment document — ERDA 1341. In 
1973. Dr. Stemglass charged that 
there was an increase tax stillborn 
births in the region around the 
world’s first civilian power nuclear 
reactor at Shlppingport, Pa.
